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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISORS— 1949-1950 


This  is  my  last  and  final  report  as  Superintendent  of  Barkham- 
sted  Schools.  My  first  assignment  to  serve  the  town  was  during 
the  school  year  1919-20.  With  one  interruption,  when  Mr.  L.  S. 
Mills  was  Superintendent  of  the  town,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
be  connected  with  its  school  system  ever  since. 

Education  in  rural  Connecticut  has  been  revolutionized  during 
this  period. 

In  1920  rural  education  was  characterized  by  one-room  schools 
located  on  unimproved  roads,  taught  by  poorly  paid  teachers  strug- 
gling to  teach  with  inadequate  supplies  in  buildings  lacking  prac- 
tically all  modern  conveniences. 

Today  rural  education  is  known  for  its  modern  school  build- 
ings located  on  improved  roads,  well  paid  teachers  working  with 
ample  supplies  in  buildings  having  every  modern  convenience. 

Educational  opportunities  in  rural  towns  are  now  so  attractive 
that  many  city  dwellers  are  moving  into  the  smaller  towns  in  a 
steady  stream. 

This  has  caused  many  small  towns  to  be  facing  another  school 
housing  crisis.  While  they  have  built  modern  buildings,  they  are 
over-crowded  and  additions  must  be  built  at  once  to  meet  increased 
enrollments. 

Barkhamsted  is  no  exception.  It  has  recently  built  a  two-room 
school.  At  the  time  this  unit  was  constructed,  the  townspeople 
voted  down  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  erect 
a  consolidated  school  so  planned  as  to  permit  easy  expansion.  It 
will  be  only  a  question  of  time  when  a  consolidated  school  must 
be  provided. 

For  many  years  the  Gilbert  School  has  accepted  tuition  stu- 
dents from  Barkhamsted  and  other  surrounding  towns.  Crowded 
conditions  are  forcing  Gilbert  to  warn  some  of  these  towns  that 
they  must  give  serious  thought  to  the  problems  of  secondary  edu- 
cation for  their  students.  How  the  problems  connected  with  guar- 
anteeing secondary  education  for  all  students  in  the  Winsted  area 
are  to  be  solved  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance.  It  will  require 
the  cooperation  of  all  towns  involved  together  with  the  trustees 
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of  the  Gilbert  School,  and  will  be  one  of  the  major  problems  con- 
fronting the  new  superintendent. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  is  opening  a  new  office  in  Win- 
sted.     A  superintendent,  assistant  superintendent,  and  clerk  will 

serve  the  towns  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

My  relationships  with  the  local  board  of  education  have  been 
pleasant  and  satisfying.  It  is  with  real  regret  that  I  leave  the 
town,  however,  I  feel  sure  that,  with  the  new  office  in  Winsted, 
all  the  towns  in  the  area  will  receive  more  educational  leadership, 
help,  and  guidance  than  is  possible  under  the  present  organization.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Except  for  a  minor  epidemic  of  chickenpox  the  past  year  has 
been  a  comparatively  healthy  one.  There  were  30  cases  reported, 
and  no  complications  were  encountered.  The  peak  of  this  out- 
break occurred  during  the  month  of  February. 

There  were  6  cases  of  whooping  cough,  4  of  measles,  2  of 
mild  scarlet  fever  and  one  case  each  of  mumps,  broncho-pneu- 
monia, lobar  pneumonia  and  influenza  meningitis. 

One  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  at  the  Pleasant  Valley 
School  in  April.  This  conference  was  well  attended,  and  several 
children  were  vaccinated  at  this  occasion. 

Eating  and  food  dispensing  quarters,  as  well  as  public  toilets 
and  schools  were  inspected. 

No  significant  health  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Health  Officer.
